Catholic cemetery 
a ‘work of mercy’

This coming Sunday, Oct. 30, will be 
observed as Cemetery Sunday by the 
National Catholic Cemetery Conference, 
an affiliate of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference. Next Tuesday, Nov. 1, is the 
Solemnity of All Saints, a Holy Day of 
Obligation, when, during the celebration 
of the Eucharistic sacrifice, we remember 
our communion with the saints of the 
heavenly Church. 


The day after, Nov. 2, is All Souls 
Day, when the pilgrim Church on earth 
honors the memory of her own dead and, 
says Vatican II’s Constitution on the Church, 
“offers her suffrages for them.”’ 


DEATH FOR the Christian is a very 
precious moment. We are a resurrection 
people, and the ancient Creed we recite 
every Sunday at Mass proclaims our 
belief in -Jesus’ resurrection and, 
ultimately, our own. 


Our faith tells us that death is not the 
end, but only the transition from life to 
Life itself. Jesus spoke of the grain of 
wheat that must fall to the ground and die 
before it bears fruit; in Christ Jesus, says 
St. Paul, we are no longer enslaved by 
bodily death, and what is buried in 
corruption will rise again in glory. 

We try not to think about death. When 
we confront it in the loss of those we love, 
the pain of separation leaves little room 
for the joy that God holds out to us even 
in death. We focus our grief at funeral 
and graveside, and only later do we begin 
to understand the religious mystery of 
death, and its promise.

WASHINGTON (NC) — Liberation 
theology is little more than a front for 
Marxist thought, several witnesses told a 
Senate subcommittee at a two-day 
hearing Oct. 18-19. 


But the fact that the hearing took place 
also raised concern about the propriety of 
congressional examinations of theological 
principles. : 


THE HEARING was sponsored by 
the Senate. subcornmittee on security and 
terrorism, whose chairman, Sen. 
Jeremiah Denton (R-Ala.), said he was 
persuaded: that a form. of liberation 
theology can “‘strongly assist’? Marxist 
guerrillas in achieving their goals in 
Central America. 


Witnesses unanimously agreed. ‘‘The 
theology of liberation can be better stated 
as the theology of revolution,’’ said Luis 
Pellecer, a Guatemalan ex-priest who 
maintained that under orders of his Jesuit 
superiors he had urged the poor in 
Guatemala to support violent revolution 
in his country. :

Patrick Leahy (D-Vt.), 
said he was concerned ‘that no supporters 
of liberation theology would be appearing 
and that the subcommittee might appear 
to be examining the beliefs and theology 
of Church groups. 


DENTON’ SAID that the 
subcommittee had been unable to find 
representatives of Church groups willing 
to testify. on the issue and said if 
supporters of liberation theology wanted 
to appear he would hold another day of 
hearings. 


He also said, the subcommittee was 
“not trying to hold a theological inquiry 
in violation of the First Amendment’’ but 
wanted to focus on Marxist efforts to 
influence Church activities that might 
affect U.S. security. 


Thomas Quigley, Latin American 
affairs adviser for the U.S. Catholic. 
Conference, public policy arm of the U:S. 
bishops, said he had been contacted by 
the subcommittee about 10 days before 
the hearings but had declined to testify, 
partly because of the difficulty of 
preparing USCC-approved testimony on 
a broad topic like liberation theology on 
short notice. 


LIBERATION THEOLOGY is the 
name given a set of theological principles 
that began to develop in earnest in 
Central and South America in the 
mid-1960s. Its themes include both 
spiritual and physical liberation, and it 
maintains that sin exists not only in 
violations of personal morality but also in 
socio-economic and political structures.

Briefs 


DRIFT? — A halt in the drift toward 
regional’ war should be the first priority for 
U.S. policy on Central America, Archbishop 
James A. Hickey ‘of. Washington said last 
week. Archbishop Hickey told the Kissinger 
Commission a political solution must be 
preceded by large-scale and lasting economic 
programs. The bipartisan group was formed to 
recommend Central American policy to the 
Reagan administration. The archbishop spoke 
on behalf of the U.S. Catholic Conference. 

VOTE SOON? — President Reagan has 
asked for a Senate vote on tuition tax credits in 
the first or third week of November, he told 
educators and school superintendents at the 
Chief Administrators of Catholic Education 
meeting in Keystone, Colo. In a telegram, 
Reagan said Sen. Robert Dole (R-Kan.) and 
Sen. Howard Baker Jr. (R-Tenn.) “‘have 
agreed, at my request, to bring the bill S. 528, 
for a vote in the Senate.as soon as possible.’’ If 
passed the bill would permit tax credits for part 
of the tuition parents pay to send children to 
non-public schools. 

‘““HOMECARE”’’ — The Vermont Right to 
Life Committee is starting a new homecare 
program for pregnant women and their babies 
as an alternative to abortion. The board of 
directors of the 2,000-member pro-life group 
voted Oct. 5 to approve the formation of the 
Unconditional Love Committee to oversee the 
program. 

‘REACTIONARY’ — Nicaraguan 
Defense Minister Humberto Ortega has 
criticized ‘‘the reactionary clergy’’ who oppose 
the new military draft law. The law, which 
requires all men aged 18-22 to register for the 
military, has been criticized by the Nicaraguan 
Catholic bishops. Ortega charged that some 
clergymen had refused to celebrate Mass for 
people who died opposing the regime of 
President Anastasio Somoza. 

CONTROVERSY — Renewed 
controversy over how the Church of England 
(Anglican) should treat the divorced and 
remarried is expected when its general synod 
meets in London Novy. 8-10. The Church of

England currently excludes from Communion 
divorced and remarried members whose first 
spouses are living; it also refuses them church 
weddings. An Anglican who was married for a 
second time in‘a civil ceremony or in another 
church can be readmitted to Communion at 
the discretion of the parish priest. 
REFUGEE RELIEF — The Third Circuit 
U.S. Court of Appeals upheld a district court 
judgment that the U.S. Catholic Conference is 
not required to pay individual refugees $500. 
Six Indochinese refugees who were sponsored 
in the United States by the USCC brought a 
class action suit alleging that the USCC had 
deprived them of the equal protection and due 
process due them under the Fifth Amendment. 
‘TRAGEDY’ — “‘It is no surprise that we 
have a growing number of poor in the United 
States. It is rather an inexcusable tragedy,”’ 
Father Thomas J. Harvey, executive director 
of the National Conference of Catholic 
Charities, said. Increasing poverty in the 
United States is ‘‘a conscious result of current 
government policy,’’ he added, as he testified 
before House Ways and Means 
subcommittees on oversight and public 
assistance and unemployment compensation. 
REENACTED — Mehmet Ali Agca, the 
man who was convicted of attempting to 
assassinate Pope John Paul II in St. Peter’s 
Square in May 1981, was brought near the 
scene of the crime as part of a probe into 
whether he had a Bulgarian accomplice. 
Accompanied by Italian and Bulgarian judges, 
Agca reconstructed his movements along the 
broad street leading from the Tiber River into 
St. Peter’s Square. The 24-year-old - Turk, 
serving a life sentence in an Italian prison, 
claimed a Bulgarian was an accomplice. 
MUST PAY — An Indianapolis parish has 
been ordered to pay for its pastor’s civil 
disobedience. The Internal Revenue Service 
has issued a notice of levy on the salary of 
Father Cosmas Raimondi of Holy Cross 
parish for $604 for upaid income tax, penalties 
and interest. In 1982 he informed the IRS that 
he was withholding 50 percent’ of his income 
tax “‘as a protest against the nuclear arms 
race, military intervention in Central 
American and efforts to reinstate a mandatory 
military draft.’’

Anthony J. Bevilacqua of Brooklyn, N.Y., 60, 
has been named bishop of Pittsburgh by Pope

Leonard, who resigned last June. The pope 
also named Auxiliary Bishop John J. Paul of 
La Crosse, Wis., 65, to be bishop of La 
Crosse. He succeeds Bishop Frederick W. 
Freking, who resigned in May. Msgr. 
Alexander J. Quinn, 51, pastor of St. Francis 
Xavier Parish in Medina, Ohio, has been 
named auxiliary bishop of Cleveland. 

UNIVERSITY BACKED — Georgetown 
University may withhold privileges from a 
homosexual-student organization because the 
university’s adherence to Catholic beliefs 
against homosexuality is protected by the First 
Amendment, a District of Columbia Superior 
Court judge ruled. The judge, in dismissing a 
lawsuit brought against the Jesuit-run 
university three years ago, said that although 
the school receives federal funds, the students 
cannot force the university to grant them 
official recognition because the federal 
government does not have a national policty 
on homosexual rights.

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Devotion to favorite saints is still strong locally

Saints, ‘‘the true blue heroes’’ of the Church, are good 
role models in an age when so many ‘‘tarnished heroes’’ 
have been ‘‘extremely disappointing,’ said Father 
William Dillon, assistant to the regimental chaplain at the 
Marine Corps Recruit Depot. 


A survey by Southern Cross shows that devotion to 
saints is still strong. The local favorites appear to be the 
Blessed Mother, Saints Paul the Apostle, Francis of Assisi 
and Terese of Lisieux. 


SALES OF saints’ articles, such as keychains, statues 
and holy cards at O’Connor’s Church Goods indicate 
Saints Anthony, Francis of Assisi and Jude are the most 
popular, Bertha Padres, a sales clerk, said. Even 
Protestants buy articles with those images, she noted. 


Other items that sell well have the image of Our Lady 
of Fatima, Our Lady of Guadalupe, St. Martin de Porres 
and the Infant of Prague, she said. 


Sister Mary Paula Thompson, OSB, the prioress at the 
Benedictine Convent of Perpetual Adoration is devoted 
to, ‘‘Our Blessed Mother first of all, then of course Saint 
Benedict and then Saint Paul — he’s my patron.” 


LITTLE IS known about Saint Benedict, she said, 
except the rule he left for his followers. She says it is 
‘‘practical and yet deeply spiritual.’ 

Sister Paula admires saints who had a certain earthiness 
and yet saw beyond earthly limits. Saint Paul “‘is so 
earthy and yet he’s got his head in the clouds. He was a 
great sinner and yet he converted. He had a zeal,’’ she 
said. : 


Saints are not attractive to some because ‘‘our imagery 
of saints is so stereotyped and unreal,’’ the prioress said. 
Many of the stories about saints are ‘‘not palatable.”’ 


SAINT PAUL is a good example of the ordinary 
quality of saints, she noted. ‘‘I think of sainthood as very 
normal and within our reach.”’ 


Father Duncan Monohan, associate pastor at St. 
Michael parish in Paradise Hills is not ‘‘zealous’’ about 
any saint, but he likes Saint Francis of Assisi for “‘his 
simplicity of life, his form of spirituality, his desire to 
serve.” 

Saint Francis is associated with his love of animals, but, 
‘‘He loved people...he loved the poor. He liked to be with 
people but he liked to be alone too,’’ Father Monohan 
said. 


SEVERAL PEOPLE have a devotion to their patron 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Halloween reminds most 
Americans of costume-clad trick-or-treaters, but its roots 
are deeply embedded in ancient tradition, acccording to 
Michael Kenny, a professor of anthropology at the 
Catholic University of America. 

Halloween, of European or Celtic origin, dates back to 
a tradition of using rituals relating to the dead to celebrate 
the passing of the seasons, Kenny said. It is the evening 
before All Saints (All Hallows) Day. 

“This is the time you have special Masses connected 
with the dead,’’ he said. ‘‘It is a kind of sacrifice, 
placating of the ancestors, a time to remember them.”’ 

In the United States, the celebration of Halloween 
differs greatly from that of other countries, Kenny said. 
The placating of the dead and other rituals appear to be 
lost in the secularizaton of American society, he said. 

“Our rituals have become celebrations that we have 
secularized,’’ Kenny said. ‘‘The symbolism remains in 
many of them but the holy day has become a holiday.”’ 

Kenny attributes this to a highly mobile and transient 
society, in which the religious significance of many rituals 
has been lost, but not the symbolism.

saint, including Precious Blood Sister Caroline Link, 
Vicar for Women Religious, who feels attracted to Saint 
Catherine of Siena and her ‘‘gift of direction.”’ 


Father Joseph Ridella, pastor of Holy Angels 
Byzantine Church, favors St. Joseph, his patron, and 


Saint Teresa of Avila ‘“‘because of her writings and 
(because) I was impressed with her way of life.”’ 


Holy Cross Father Frank Theriault was named after 
Saint Francis of Assisi by his mother; his father named 
him after Saint Francis Xavier. The associate pastor at 
Our Lady of the Sacred Heart Church is attracted to 
Saint Francis of Assisi for his “humility and openness and 
Christ-like availability’’ and to Saint Francis Xavier 
because ‘‘he was a hard-working missionary and I always 
wanted to be a missionary.”’ 


A FORMER missionary in Latin America, Msgr. J. 
Raymond Moore is devoted to Saint James the Apostle, 
the patron saint of Latin America. Msgr. Moore, now 
pastor of Saint John of the Cross parish in Lemon Grove, 
worked in Peru from 1961-67. 


Msgr. Moore also admires Saint Terese of Lisieux, co- 
patron of foreign missions with St. Francis Xavier. 


Saint Terese is one of Father Louis Salca’s favorites, 
too, because ‘‘I kind of relate to her in my life. She had a 
real insight into holiness and sanctity. I think she’ll be one 
of the most popular.’’ 


FATHER SALCA, pastor of Saint Louise de Marillac 
Church in Crest, also admires Saint Paul because, ‘‘He 
was a strong person and he was not afraid to go out and 
spread the Gospel. As a priest, that’s important. He was 
all for Christ and the Gospel’’ and led an exciting life to 
boot, he said.

Therese Martinez, parish secretary at Our Lady of 
Mount Carmel Church in San Ysidro, likes Saint Isidore 
the Laborer. An angel reportedly plowed fields for him 
while he attended daily Mass. ‘‘He was known for putting 
out the sun and water for crops. It was said the angels 
helped him,”’ she said. She also favors her patron, Saint 
Terese of Lisieux. 


Father Eugene Fischer, associate pastor at Saint 
Catherine Laboure parish was born Oct. 18, Saint Luke’s 
feast day, so he feels close to that saint. He also likes Saint 
Joseph. ‘‘You really don’t hear that much about him. 
He’s sort of a forgotten saint and yet very important.” 
Saint Joseph typifies parishioners, who are ‘‘hardworking 
and don’t get the recognition due them.”’ 


SAINT TERESA of Avila is preferred by Maryknoll 
Sister Theresa Lisak ‘‘because of her outgoing ways as a 
Religious and also her writings and her outgoing ways 
with the Church authorities.’’ Saint Teresa told the pope 
he should move the papacy from Avignon, in France, 
back to Rome where it belonged. 


Mercy Sister Helen Gilsdorf, sacramental coordinator 
at Saint Charles parish, Imperial Beach, favors Saint 
Terese of Lisieux for her ‘‘little way....She’s kind of a 
woman of the century. Her littleness shows that power 
and esteem aren’t what we should value.”’ 


She admires Saints Francis of Assisi and Clare. They 
both symbolize ‘‘the Franciscan tradition of poverty and 
responsibility for the world’s good.”’ 


SAINT ISAAC Jogues, the Jesuit priest, is a favorite 


of Sister Helen’s because when he tried to bring the faith - 


to American Indians he ‘‘did not just try to tear down 
their faiths.’” He wrote a version of the Christmas story 
they could appreciate — using an Indian melody and 
Indian words like ‘‘hogan’’ rather than ‘‘inn.”’ 


Father Dillon, the chaplain, also admires Saint John 
Brebeuf and Saint Isaac, who were martyred by Indians 
in upper New York State. One of them had written that 
he feared he would be tortured and would not persevere in 
his faith. ‘‘That’s all part of us. We all have a secret fear 
we won’t do well enough when the real test comes.”’ 


Ignatius of Antioch, a second-century bishop-martyr is 
another of Father Dillon’s favorites. ‘‘When I think of 
Ignatius of Antioch I think of a musty old book,”’ he said. 
‘Here we are in the 20th century and we still remember 
someone in the second century. That’s exciting.’ 


HE ADMIRES Saints Thomas More and John Fisher, 
who were beheaded by King Henry VIII of England. 

Saint Thomas was “‘a merry sort of person’’ who even 
joked as he ascended the scaffold to his death. He also was 
““unafraid’’ to deal with political realities. ‘“The Catholic 
Church still has the sense More did,”’ he said, citing as an 


. example Pope John Paul II’s travels and statements in 


politically dangerous countries. 


Saint John Fisher was bishop of Rochester, England. 
He was more outspoken than More was, Father Dillon 
said, because he felt a bishop had to be vocal in his 
opposition to King Henry VIII’s divorce. 


THE EMACIATED bishop eventually was carried 
from his prison cell to the scaffold to be beheaded. As a 
final indignity, his body was exposed on the scaffold for 
the entire day. 


‘ 


Saints, who ‘‘remain the absolute heroes,’’ should be 
revered, Father Dillon said, because they are like family 
members. ‘‘A Catholic is not to be alone but to be 
surrounded...by a loving community. The saints always 
seemed like a part of my heritage.’’

Peace, politics and prizes 


Lech Walesa has won the coveted Nobel Peace Prize. He is one 
of the world’s most controversial and celebrated people — 
laborer, Christian layman, patriot, organizer, defender of the 
oppressed, avowed anti-communist. 

He has been victimized repeatedly by government officials in 
Poland. He has been arrested, detained, harassed, questioned. 
But he has never been intimidated. 


In announcing the award in Oslo, the Norwegian Nobel Prize 
Committee cited Walesa’s ‘‘contribution, made with 
considerable personal sacrifice, to ensure-workers’ rights to 
establish their own organizations.” 

Courage and commitment to the free labor movement were 
not the only factors determining the prize committee’s choice. 
Even more to the point, the committee indicated, was his use of 
peaceful means. 


A daily communicant, Walesa has combined. devotion to God 
and patriotism into a gallant battle for social justice. His witness 
proclaims that there is no Christian faith when there is no 
attempt to establish justice. 

In this regard, he echoes admirably the witness of his fellow 
countryman and spiritual leader, Pope John Paul II. 

Some people have expressed confusion over the pope’s and the 
Church’s active role in urging social justice in Poland and other 
oppressed nations. 


Some people have said that both the pope and Walesa are 
being political, rather than religious, when they defend and 
encourage laborers who want to organize for mutual support and 
protection. : 

Some people have said that Pope John Paul II tells priests not 
to get involved in politics and then himself tells the Polish 
government officials and other leaders around the world how to 
run their national business. 

There is a big difference between running for political office or 
bearing arms in a guerrilla war and preaching social justice. 

What the pope has not gotten involved in is politics. 


What he has done is apply Christian social principles and the 
Gospel message to specific human situations in specific instances. 

He has not run for office. He has not preached rebellion. He 
has not borne arms in defense of any cause. 

He has — as a citizen of the world and the most respected 
religious leader today — spoken truth to those who do not live in 
truth. / 

Many people of all faiths have taken courage from Pope John 
Paul II as he has — time after time — looked communist 
oppressors in the eye and echoed the immortal words, ‘‘Set my 
people free.”’ 


Walesa, in his turn, as a Catholic layman, has indeed become 
political. He is bringing the Gospel to bear in his daily life, in his 
country. 

It is his Christian obligation to strive for justice. As a layman, 
he has every right to fight in the economic and political arenas, as 
well as give verbal witness to the Gospel he cherishes. 

Walesa has suffered for his convictions. His faith and courage 
have made him a shining light for everyone in the world. His life 
is one example of what it means to be a Christian in the world; a 
martyr for the sake of life, a Christian soldier for the sake of 


peace.

New headlines raised an old 
controversy recently: Whether TV 
programming promotes violence or other 
questionable behavior and whose 
responsibility it is to do something about 
It. i 


The question was back in the news for 
several reasons: advent of a new fall TV 
season, Surgeon General C. Everett 
Koop’s claim that the TV industry and its 
parental and academic adversaries should 
cooperate in resolving issues of violence 
on TV and in society, and new proposed 
legislation mandating educational TV 
programs for children. 


Dr. Koop addressed a conference on 
TV and violence, saying that just as 
violence is found on TV, there is an 
‘epidemic’ of violence in society. He 
noted that numerous studies (discounted 
by the TV industry) have cited a link 
between violence on TV and real-world 
violence, but said he did not think such 
research should be used as an excuse to 
regulate TV content. 


Instead, the surgeon general raised a 
series of rhetorical questions. One may 
have been of particular interest to his 
audience: Why do people watch violent 
shows in the first place? 


That’s a slightly different way of 
phrasing an old question: Why don’t 
viewers, especially parents, simply turn 
off the TV, refusing to watch violent (or 
otherwise objectionable) programming or 
let their families do so. 


The conference Koop addressed was 
concerned with the issue of TV and 
violence, but the same issues have been 
raised by church, educational and parent 
groups in regard to sex and sexually 
oriented advertising on TV and 
irreverence toward God or religion. On a 
broader scope, the issues apply not only to 
regular TV but to cable TV (with its new 
offerings of what many critics regard as 
pornographic and violent fare,) to video 
games accused of promoting violence and 
sexual exploitation of women, and to 
other - products of a new 
telecommunications age. 


Parents and teachers searching for an 
alternative to current TV programming 
may take heart in new legislation 
introduced by Rep. Timothy Wirth 
(D-Colo.), chairman of the House 
telecommunications subcommittee. 


Wirth’s bill, H.R. 4097, would force’ 


commercial TV stations to broadcast an 
hour of children’s educational 
programming five days a week. The 
average such programming now carried 
by commercial stations is 61 minutes 
weekly, according to a study Wirth 
commissioned. 


As questions posed by TV programs, 
cable TV shows, adult videogames, 
pornographic and sexually explicit 
materials, and even children’s cartoon 
shows have proliferated, so have groups 
attempting to deal with them, ranging 
from political conservatives to feminists to 
mainline religious denominations to the 
medical community. 


While there is general agreement on 
many of the problems, the approaches, 
data and even concern for specific issues 
vary among the groups in the movement. 


Boys Town, Neb., in conjunction with 
the National PTA, advises parents in a 
pamphlet to set a weekly TV viewing 
limit for their children; rule out television 


watching at certain times, such as before - 


breakfast or on school nights; agree as a 
family ahead of time on what show is to be 
watched and to turn off the TV set 
afterwards; and help children devise a list 
of alternative activities (such as reading, 
working on a hobby, bicycling) to be 
undertaken before watching television. 
Boys Town has another message for 
parents, too: “‘If you watch a lot of TV, 
chances are your child will also.”’ 


The 
Pope 
Speaks 


‘Know it...live it’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II canonized a 
Capuchin priest and made an impassioned appeal for world 
peace on Oct. 16, the fifth anniversary of his election to the 
papacy. 

The pope told 100,000 visitors in St. Peter’s Square that the 
new saint, Father Leopold Mandic, was ‘‘a poor monk’’ whose 
greatness was his gift of hearing confessions. 


The pope urged Christians to bear witness ‘‘even in our 
difficult age in which man seems threatened not only by self- 
destruction and nuclear death, but also spiritual death.”’ 


‘‘Free us from hunger and war. Free us from nuclear war, 
from an incalculable self-destruction, from every type of war,” 
the pope said, repeating a prayer he first made in Fatima, 
Portugal, in May 1982. 

Father Mandic, born in Croatia in what is now Yugoslavia in 
1866, spent most of his priestly life hearing confessions in the 


northern Italian city of Padua. He died in 1942 and was beatified 


in 1976. 


His canonization was purposely scheduled during the 1983 
world Synod of Bishops, which during October is discussing 
penance and reconciliation in the life of the church. The 
canonization ceremony was attended by 45 cardinals and 160 
bishops. 

‘St. Leopold didn’t leave behind theological or literary works. 
He didn’t fascinate us with his culture. He didn’t found social 
institutions. For those who knew him, he was nothing but a poor 
monk, small and sickly,’’ Pope John Paul said. 

His sainthood was in the performance of his simple pastoral 
task of hearing confessions, the pope added. 


The day before the canonization ceremony the pope greeted 
20,000 youths in St. Peter’s Square and told them that ‘‘it is not 
enough to know the truth — you must live it.’”’

A-men or A-people? 

The National Conference of Churches (NCC) has released a 
new lectionary which attempts to minimize ‘‘male-biased’’ 
language in the Scriptures. Although the governing board of the 
NCC has not formally endorsed this ‘‘non-sexist’’ revision of 
readings from the Bible, it is promoting the ‘‘experimental and 
voluntary use’’ of the book which was commissioned by the 
NCC’s Division of Education and Ministry. 


The rationale for this rewriting of readings from the Revised 
Standard Version of the Scriptures, as explained by NCC 


officials and members of the translating committee, is that the 


use of male-biased language as the Word of God in church 
services reinforces the ‘‘oppression’’ of women. Thus the new 
version eliminates as many male references as possible in 
language about God, Christ and human beings. 


‘‘Lord’’ is rendered ‘‘Sovereign One;’’ the ‘‘Kingdom of 
God’’ is the ‘‘realm of. God;’’ ‘‘the Son’’ (as a reference to 
Christ) is changed to ‘‘the Child;’’ and the title ‘“Son of Man’”’ 
(by which Jesus identifies Himself throughout the synoptic 
Gospels) becomes ‘‘the human One.”’

Critics of the ‘‘inclusive’’ style of the lectionary charge that it 
takes too many liberties with the original Scriptures. A Greek 
Orthodox archbishop says it ‘‘does not reflect the traditions and 
the reverence of the Holy Scriptures.’’ Expressing a number of 
theological and stylistic criticisms, a Lutheran bishop advises his 
congregations not to use it in worship. A Catholic Scripture 


scholar observes that the translation reflects changes not only in 


style but also in doctrinal substance. Another Catholic objection 
sees the ‘‘inclusive’’ language as an attempt ‘“‘to ignore Jesus’ 
masculinity’? and a “‘return to the ancient heresy of 


Gnosticism.’’ 


The NCQ’s new ‘lectionary has incorporated changes in 
language which go far beyond rewording the original texts. 
Translators should leave the Sriptures intact, not distorting the 
rich tradition which they embody. Perhaps the ‘‘male-bias’’ 
which must be eliminated is not so much in the Word of God 
itself as in the way we hear, proclaim, explain, and live it.

It was as though her spirit had been liberated and had 
come into a perfect harmony and unity.

There does exist undoubtedly the willingness by some to 
‘use’? the liturgy for political, ideological and even 
personal motives.

Moral Perspectives

We noted last time that the FIRST critical issue to be 
faced is the problem of depression, a mental health 
problem which afflicts at least five to,20 percent of those 
people over 60 years old. 


What is depression? Let us imagine this example. You 
are sitting alone in a room, looking at the wall opposite 
you. Soon you see things wrong with the wall: e.g., a 
crooked picture; a cobweb; a crack. Your vision begins to 
narrow in on the crack, let us say. And soon — in your 
mind — you see nothing but the crack. The wall — in 
your mind — has disappeared. 


THE RESULT? Depression. Depression is a mental 
condition of a loss of perspective: you no longer see the 
wall but only the crack. The crack is real, certainly. But it 
is not the whole wall. 


A recent CBS Reports program highlighted this type of 
problem as it studied men and women whose corporate 
careers had suddenly ended. Without warning, they lost 
their jobs. The result? Depression. Very soon, the only 
life-focus was, ‘‘I was canned, fired.” The wall had 
disappeared, to be replaced only by the single factor of 
suddenly being without a job. 


outdoors she was awestruck by the unbelievable 
perfection of trees and rocks and sky, of birds and 
animals. > 

“I realized that I had never before seen them as they 
really are,’’ she said. ‘‘I never before understood how 
perfect in their own nature every created thing is.’’ There 
was a powerful awareness of order and ‘‘rightness,”’ of 
harmony and peace, of intense joy and pervading 
wonder. ‘‘It seemed to me that this must be how God sees 
His creation and what it must be like to live in His 
presence.” 


THE INTENSE happiness remained with her for a 
considerable time then faded slowly into a sense of utter 
fulfillment and deep peace. It was an experience of pure 
and absolute happiness. There was nothing comparative 
about it. It was not heightened by contrast to other 
sensations. It was absolute. An experience that lifted her 
beyond wonder, beyond joy, to where she had never been 
before — or since. 

Would she find it boring to live in such a state for the 
rest of her life? ‘‘It would be heaven on earth.’’ I wonder 
if that was how Jesus saw our world? If He could not 
escape the utter perfection of being that is the reality 
beneath the ugly facades we build and so was able to reach 
in to that intrinsic beauty and draw it outward? 


Perhaps we recoil from the idea of a life of pure 
happiness a little from fear as well as from ignorance of

" attractions, over-sized offertory processions, jazzed up 


vestments, non-liturgical hymns taken from the secular 
culture. There have also been special additions lumped 
under the generic title ‘‘communion meditation,’’ and 
the proliferation of non-liturgical banners with trendy 
messages to instruct the ignorant. 


- THE DEEPER problem then may be that not enough 
people will let the liturgy be what it is, an act of corporate 
public worship. Some feel that liturgy is something to be 
used, something on which you graft a message that 
becomes a tool or a club to brandish. What should be 
obvious to all is, what act of the Church is more peace- 
making than the Eucharistic liturgy, in which we confess 
sins and seek forgiveness, in which the gospel of the 
Prince of Peace is proclaimed, in which the celebrant 
offers Jesus Christ and His peace to those present? 


(Along these lines, Monsignor John Egan of Chicago, 
speaking recently on twenty years of liturgical renewal, 
laments the divorce between what we proclaim in liturgy, 
i.e., the sense of Church, and the individual’s private 
moral choices.) 


Growing old — I 


At times a depressed person can be wrongly diagnosed 
as having Alzheimer’s disease, a form of dementia 
characterized by irreversible mental decline. It should be 
noted well that when depression is rightly treated, the rate 
of recovery is high. 


HOW DOES one spot true depression? Depression is 
more than a down-in-the dumps feeling which we all 
experience at times. The person we exampled in the first 
article was not merely feeling blue. The person said, 
‘“enough is enough,’’ and went to bed, refusing to get up 
for anything. 


True depression lasts; it cannot be easily shaken. A 
depressed person has trouble making it through the day, 


completing ordinary tasks. Some studies indicate that 


older people experience depression because of a deep 
sense of loss: e.g., of loved ones, friends, self-esteem — 
and these types of losses seem to keep coming and 
coming. 


In addition, these losses are compounded by the lack of 
opportunity to compensate for them. The person who 
withdrew to bed, seemed to do so because of a loss of self- 
esteem. Why live? There is nothing to look forward to. 
“Enough is enough.”’ 


what it actually would be like. We do not normally 
experience pure happiness and the occasions on which we 
do are often fleeting. Our peaks of joy are few and far 
between and elusive — they are hard to hold on to and 
easily drained from us. So who knows what there is to 
know about enduring and total happiness? 


WE LIVE out our lives very much on the physical 
plane and allow it to bind our expectations and 
imagination as well. But absolute happiness is a spiritual 
state and so we have to expand our spiritual horizons and 
expectations to grasp it. Often we need to remind 
ourselves that Jesus did not promise us happiness on this 
earth although he constantly told us how to achieve it. He 
did not promise it because He knows us too well and was 
well aware of the leaden weights of fear and self-protection 
that prevent us from soaring to such heights of joy. 


So we need to cherish the moments we do have — 
moments of wonder and awesome joy — not only because 
they make us ‘‘feel good,’’ but because they are hints of 
how life can be and heaven will be. If such moments are 
not enough in themselves and need to be terminated 
before boredom sets in, perhaps we need to do some 
radical thinking about our concept of what life on this 
earth is all about! 


We are created to share the perfect happiness of God 
and this is our training ground, so we might as well live in 
eager anticipation of achieving our goal and trust Him to 
help us avoid that threatening ennui! 


Are we now at a stage that instead of the peace pastoral 
being studied, debated, yes, even argued about with a 
view to understanding, some overly-zealous are ready to 
label others not so concerned or zealous as being 
unfaithful to the Gospel? 


AS GAUDIUM ET SPES says: ‘‘Very often their 
Christian vision will suggest a certain solution in some 
given situation. Yet it happens rather frequently, and 
legitimately so, that some of the faithful, with no less 
sincerity, will see the problem quite differently. Now if 
one or other of the proposed solutions is too easily 
associated with the meaning of the Gospel, they ought to 
remember that in those cases no one is permitted to 
identify the authority of the Church exclusively with his 
own opinion. Let them, then, try to guide each other by 
sincere dialogue in a spirit of mutual charity and with 
anxious interst above all in the common good.”’ 


We add: and let them find their unity in the Eucharist. 
Amen! 


WHAT SHOULD we do morally in helping such a 
depressed person? -First of all, we need to recognize 
depression when it is truly present; and seek necessary 
professional help. We must remember that the depressed 
older person is probably a victim of negative stereotypes: 
e.g., I am old; I am worthless; I am unloved. What is 
often present, in other words, is a debilitating mental and 
physical decline which leads to pessimism about one’s 
abilities and self-worth. The person deeply feels a sense of 
helplessness. 


Part of the ‘‘treatment’’ of hope which we must bring 
to such people is the realistic discussion of possible options 
and the learning of skills — or even relearning old ones: 
e.g., learning to garden; learning to walk and see things; 
learning to simply go window-shopping; making oneself 
available for volunteer work. 


The main moral point in dealing with the older 
depressed person is control: put the person in the driver’s 
seat: e.g., allow them to go shopping, take care of the 
lawn; care for the car. 


It is most important to try to increase the number of 
pleasant events in one’s day; but this is not easy for the 
depressed to do without help.

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Vatican states limits on non-priests in seminaries

The Vatican insists that only priests can be spiritual . 
directors of seminarians, says a letter to the nation’s 
bishops and seminary rectors from Bishop John Marshall 
of Burlington, Vt., Pope John Paul II’s special delegate 
for a Vatican study of all U.S. seminaries. 


‘Spiritual directors of seminarians must be priests. 
Laity and non-priest Religious, whether men or women, 
are not to be appointed to this task,’’ Bishop Marshall 
wrote. 


THE NORM he spelled out appears to go against the 
practice in a number of U.S. seminaries which include 
nuns or other non-priests among the team of spiritual 
directors available to seminarians. It also appears to go 
against recommendations spelled out four years ago by a 
task force of the National Federation of Spiritual 
Directors, which favored a role for women in the program 

‘of spiritual direction and formation of future priests. 


Bishop Marshall’s letter also said that the Vatican 
Congregation for Catholic Education, which is 
responsible for seminary training around the world, holds: 
that ‘‘students other than seminarians are not generally to 
be admitted to the academic program”’ and that seminary 
professors, at least in the core curriculum, ought 
ordinarily to be priests. 


‘*Professors, as a general rule, should be priests... The 
congregation accepts the possibility of the appointment of 
laymen or laywomen, Religious Brothers or Sisters, as 
faculty for certain disciplines which cannot readily be 
taught by a priest, but this is always to be done in a 
limited degree,’’ the letter said. 


BISHOP MARSHALL’S letter was sent out Aug. 6 
along with the study instrument to be used in making 
visitations to the nation’s free-standing theological 
seminaries and reporting to the Vatican on their strengths 
and weaknesses. A free-standing seminary is one in which 
the academic and other formation programs are united in 
a single institution. 

Seminary officials and. others involved in seminary 
planning who were contacted about the letter said it raised 
several questions about future planning. for U.S. 
seminaries, but they stressed that the letter should be 
interpreted carefully within its context and within the 
context of what American seminaries are actually doing. 

From their comments, several themes emerged: 

e If any significant direct conflict between Vatican 
thinking and U.S. practice is involved, it appears to 
concern the role of non-priests as spiritual directors: of 
seminarians. 

e A second area of possible conflict could be the 
question of non-priests as seminary professors, especially 


Is there a Catholic ‘female brain drain’? 


NEW YORK (NC) — The Catholic Church is losing 
many theologically trained women because it limits their 
opportunities for ministry, Rosemary Ruether said in an 
address at St. James Cathedral in Brooklyn, N.Y. 


“The message that needs.to go back to Church 
authorities,’’ the Catholic theologian said, ‘‘is that we are 
facing the prospect of a female brain drain.”’ 


MS. RUETHER, professor of applied theology at 
United Methodist Garrett Evangelical Seminary in 
Evanston, Ill., spoke at the St. James vesper service Oct. 
16 as part of a series on ‘‘Women as Prophetic Witnesses: 
Visions of Reform and Renewal.’’ Her topic was 
‘““Women in Theological Schools: What Can They Do 
With Their Training?”’ 

Citing statistics from a limited, informal survey, she 
said large numbers of Catholic women have entered 
Catholic and non-Catholic seminaries in recent years. 
But, she said, many of them became frustrated in their 
search for opportunities to minister in the Catholic 
Church and consequently became Protestant ministers. 


‘*A lot of Catholic women feel a vocation to ministry,”’ 
she said. ‘‘When Catholic institutions make them feel 
welcome, most are anxious to remain in ministry in their 
own church. If not, many of them will go some place 
elsece 


MS. RUETHER ssaid although some Protestant 
denominations have ordained women since the 19th 
century, their seminaries did not begin experiencing 
large-scale enrollment of women until about 1970. 


Now some Protestant seminaries have student bodies 
that are 40 to 50 percent women, and a few more than 50 
percent, she said. This.Protestant example has influenced 
Catholic seminaries, she said, especially where they are in 
clusters with Protestant seminaries, and has created a 
situation to which Catholics are ‘‘just making up.”’ 

Ms. Ruether said that the largest group at the Harvard 
Divinty School for the past decade has been Catholic, and 
that many of those students have been women. 
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SHE SAID that Union Theological Seminary in New 
York had enrolled 174 Catholic women in degree 
programs in the past 10 years. A “‘surprising’’ number of 
Catholic women are enrolling in conservative evangelical 
seminaries such as Gordon-Conwell in South Hamilton, 
Mass., she added. 


Turning to Catholic seminaries, she said that in the 
past nine years 288 women had enrolled at Weston School 
of Theology in Cambridge, Mass. She commended 
Weston for making special efforts to help its women 
graduates secure jobs, largely chaplaincy positions, but 
she said some others offer women graduates no help. 


On the question of Catholic women becoming 
Protestant ministers, Ms. Ruether said that of 11 Catholic 
women who have recently graduated from the Episcopal 
Divinity School in Cambridge, seven became Episcopal 
ministers and one a minister of the United Church of 
Christ. fey 

MS. RUETHER said Catholic women face the choice 
of whether they want to stay and fight to change the 
Catholic Church, knowing that they themselves may 
never secure the: ministry opportunities they seek, or 
whether they want to minister now. In the latter case, she 
said, becoming Protestant ministers is a way to fulfill their 
goals.

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within the core theological curriculum, but it is not at all 
clear that there is a real conflict there. 


e¢ Concerning the general rule of excluding non- 
seminarians from the main academic curriculum used in 
preparation for ordination, U.S. seminary leaders and the 
Vatican appear to be basically on the same wave-length. 


FATHER DAVID Lichter of St. Francis Seminary in 
Milwaukee, president of the National Federation of 
Spiritual Directors, said the federation has no figures on 
the number of non-priests engaged in spiritual direction 
of seminarians, but some U.S. seminaries do have nuns 
or others who are not ordained on their team of spiritual 
directors. 


_He noted that a 1979 report by a task force of the 
federation encouraged the involvement of women in all 
areas of priestly formation, including their spiritual 
formation and direction. : 


The federation’s executive committee is considering 
drafting a response to Bishop Marshall on the question, 
he said, but ‘‘we don’t want it to be conflictual.’’ 


BISHOP MARSHALL could not be reached 
immediately for comment, but Father Donal Wuerl, 
rector of St. Paul Seminary in Pittsburgh and Bishop 
Marshall’s chief aide on the seminary study, said that the 
bishop’s letter did not impose new rules or norms on 
seminaries. 


What it did, he said, was simply reflect the 
Congregation for Catholic Education’s understanding of 
the existing rules of the U.S. bishops’ Program for 
Priestly Formation. 


Particularly on the question of priests as spiritual 
directors, where other sources indicated that there may be 
a direct conflict between norms and practice, rather than 
simply a matter of emphasis, he noted that the letter 
referred specifically to the U.S. bishops’ own norms and 
to a clarification of them made to the Vatican 
congregation by the bishops’ conference in 1981. 


MSGR. WILLIAM Baumgaertner, director of the 
seminary division of the National Catholic Educational 
Association, suggested that- Bishop Marshall’s letter 
indicated chiefly a difference in emphasis between the 
Holy See and the approach taken by seminaries 
themselves. The Vatican, he said, ‘‘always starts with the 
norm, not from practice.’’ 


_ For example, he said, ‘‘the norm (for seminary 
professors) is that the teachers should, if at all possible,.be 
priests. Then if there is a need, you have others.’’ 


Regarding the rule that normally only seminarians 
should be enrolled in the academic program preparing for 
ordination, he said the way the Vatican views it may have 
an impact on programs seminaries offer for non- 
seminarians.

families,’ a place of prayer for, and 
devotion to, the souls of the faithful 
departed, notes Msgr. Thomas 
Prendergast, pastor of Santa Sophia 
Church in Spring Valley. Msgr. 
Prendergast is director of diocesan 
cemeteries, of which there are four: three 
relatively inactive ones in the North 
County, including two at the Indian 
Missions; and the main, 40-acre Holy 
Cross Cemetery in East San Diego. 


Opened in 1919, Holy Cross Cemetery 
and Mausoleum is the resting place, in 
below-ground plots and above-ground 
crypts, for more than 50,000 persons. It 
currently averages between one and two 
dozen burials each week, said George 
Walsh, the superintendent. He oversees a 
staff of 25 people, including office staff, 
counselors and grounds personnel. Along 
with Msgr. Prendergast, he must be 
concerned not only with day-to-day 
operations, but planning for the future 
needs of the diocese and its families. 


Thirty-five of Holy Cross’ 40 acres. 
have already been developed, and there is 
sufficient room for burials past the end of 
this century. The diocese has slowly been 
acquiring over the past decade another 10 
acres of adjoining property, and has its 
eye on more after that, said Msgr. 
Prendergast. 


THIS ADDITIONAL acreage, along 
with recent trends in funerals themselves 
(above-ground entombment in vaults and 
the memorialization of cremains, the 
ashes of people who have been cremated) 
will extend the life of the cemetery and 
insure its availability to the diocese’s 
Catholics and their families almost 
indefinitely. 


While below-ground interment 
remains the traditional mode of Christian 
burial, many families are turning to 
entombment in above-ground 
mausoleums, noted Msgr. Prendergast. 
Cremation is a growing trend, he added, 
and while the Church does not encourage 
it for a number of reasons, including a 
past association as somehow denying 
bodily resurrection, Holy Cross 
nevertheless provides for the interment of 
ashes. 


NATIONAL CITY — St. Mary 
Church here recently welcomed a 
Benedictine sister to the parish staff with 
the title of parish assistant. Sister 
Theresa, OSB, comes to St. Mary from 
St. Lucy Priory High School in Glendora, 


Calif. Her new duties as parish assistant 
will include working with RENEW, 
organizing adult Scripture classes, 
visiting the elderly and sick, and training 
parish laity for various forms of Christian 
service within the parish community. 
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The Catholic Church will grant 
permission for cremation for sufficient 
cause, said Msgr. Prendergast. But in no 
way does the Church permit the 
scattering of ashes at sea, their retention 
at home in an urn on a mantlepiece, or 
any other means of disposal. 


‘SWE DEPEND upon the pastor to 
make sure that people understand that 
cremation has nothing to do with a denial 
of immortality,’’ said Msgr. Prendergast. 
Cremains may be buried at Holy Cross in 
small plots, or placed in niches in the 


mausoleum or in the outdoor crypts, he 
added. 


Holy Cross is there to support the 
pastor and the faithful, said Msgr. 
Prendergast. The cemetery has never 
denied burial to any Catholic, nor to non- 
Catholic family members. ‘“The Church 
doesn’t want to split families, even in 
death,’’ said Walsh. 

Unlike private cemeteries where the 
family receives ownership of the plot, title 
to the entire Catholic cemetery remains 
vested, along with all other diocesan 
property including churches and schools, 
in the bishop. The family receives the 
right to use the plot in perpetuity, and 
Church law assures permanence, 
reverence and respect for the remains. 


PERPETUAL CARE, notes Msgr. 
Prendergast, is not required by the civil 
law, but goes to the very heart of the 


Church’s religious and _ pastoral 


obligations to the faithful. 


The Catholic cemetery is not only aa 
essential part of the Church’s ministry, 
said Walsh, but in its own way one of the 
corporal works of mercy. Holy Cross, he 
added, is open to visitors every day of the 
year; Mass is celebrated every Friday at 
11 a.m. in the Mausoleum Chapel, and 
by the bishop on All Souls and Memorial 
Day every year.

dressed and faced the latest tragedy. 


About half of the cases he dealt with 
were ‘‘kids who died on the streets.” 
Sometimes the youths came from 
Catholic families, he remembered. 

‘They died doing everything wrong”’ 
so he often asked himself, ‘‘What am I 
doing here?”’ 

HIS EXPERIENCE showed Father 
Sierra that it was the families that needed 
healing. ‘‘Then I began to realize there 
was a very big need for people, not just 
priests, to’ do this work.”’ 


He plunged wholeheartedly into the 
task, he said. ‘‘I figured I’d start reading 
— start learning an approach to people 
who are hurting.”’ 


He discovered listening, prayer and 
Bible reading (in that order) were the 
most effective means of reaching most 
grieving people. 

PEOPLE WANT support, and silent 
support is often enough, he found. ‘“They 
think it is abusing them to say ‘it’s all 
right, God’s going to take care of it,’ ”’ 
Father Sierra said. 


‘‘Most people prefer not to talk and not 
to be talked to,’’ he said. If they want to 
talk at all they usually want to speak 
about the deceased. 


Whether someone is already dead or a 
death is imminent, a Bible reading or 
prayer is ‘‘a supreme witness,”’ the priest 
added. 

MRS. ESTRADA, who attends Mass 
at the Benedictine Convent near her 
home, said that while some might 
consider a counselor (at Holy Cross) just 


.a ‘‘sales person’’, she has had to learn 


counseling skills. 

Often customers will start to cry while 
they are trying to decide between a crypt 
or a grave. She puts her arm around 
people when she can tell they are open to 
it. Most people like to be hugged, Mrs. 
Estrada has found. 


In the case of the death of a child or a 
young mother, she cried along with the 
family. 

THE ROLE of comforter comes easily 
to the seven-year employee of Holy Cross 
Cemetery. She’s from Sonora, Mexico 
and Sonorans are known for their 
frankness and abilities to communicate, 
she said. 


Besides the grief felt by many 
customers, some come to Holy Cross with 
a suspicion of cemeteries. ‘‘A lot of people 
might come in with the idea that we make 
money out of their sorrow, and we 
don’t...I just couldn’t push the more 
expensive stuff just to make more 
money.”’

counselors got commissions or were 
pushed to encourage the most costly 
arrangements, Mrs. Estrada said she 
would not work there. 

FRIENDS AND acquaintances often 
ask her how she can bear to work at a 
cemetery. “It’s not as gloomy as it 
seems...I thought it was going to. be 
depressing and very sad and that I wasn’t 
going to like it,’’ she said. 

But from the examples of stoic 
Christians, ‘‘I have learned to accept 
death,’’ she said. 


“There are a lot of really good 
Christians that know this is not the end. 
They’re calm and collected...it doesn’t 
mean they didn’t love the person,’’ Mrs. 
Estrada said. 

A GROUP of Vietnamese mourners 
will gather at the cemetery on the day of 
the funeral.

Prior to Novello’s performance, said 
Father Duncanson, Hebrew Home 
officials will meet with the comedian to 
explain ‘‘the awkward situation they are 
in as a Jewish group having invited a 
comic to ridicule another faith.”’ 

They will also advise him that he is 
playing to a Jewish audience and ‘“‘that 
his material cannot be considered like a 
‘family joke’ or ‘inside’ humor.”’ 

NOVELLO WILL also be asked not 
to appear dressed like a priest, said Father 
Duncanson. 


The Hebrew Home will also prepare a 
handout, to be placed on each seat in the 
ballroom, advising the audience that 
anything said by Novello ‘‘should be 
taken as humor — that there is no 
intention on the part of the Hebrew 
Home to exhibit or condone any form of 
anti-Catholic prejudice,’’ said Father 
Duncanson. 

“‘The handout will include a statement 
that Jewish-Catholic relations in the San 
Diego area have been very good in the 
past, and that the Hebrew Home is 
hopeful that their inadvertent 
insensitivity in this case will not harm 
those good relations,’’ he added.

IT CALLS for slow and steady cutbacks in defense 
spending; revitalizing the American rail system;

mass transit; converting from military to civilian 
production.
